Albany, N. Y., Oct. 14.—The court 


of appeals has granted Uoland B. 
Molineux a new trial. 


Molineus -was convicted of the mur- 


der of Catherine J. Adams in New 
York city and sentenced to death. 
The court grants a new trial on a pre- 
vailing opinion written "by Judge 
Werner, of Bochester, his principal 
ground -being that the lower court 
erred in admitting evidence as to an- 
other alleged crime, the death o£ Bar- 
net, and thus merged two issues. 


Justices Parker, Haight and G--ay 


did not believe that the Barnet evi- 
dence should be kept entirely out of 
the case. 


Judges Werner, Bartlett, Vann and 


O'Brien concurred in the prevailing 
opinion and for the expugning o£ the 
Barnet testimony* 


The court gave out a condensed 


statement of the reasons for granting 
the new trial. It says: 


"Every member of the court of ap- 


peals agrees for the reversal of the 
judgment of conviction of Molincux 
on the ground that the trial court 
erred in receiving in evidence the 
declarations of Barnet, made to Drs. 
Philips and Douglas, that he hid re- 
ceived Kutnow powders through the 
mail."

AN APPEAL FOR MISS STONE. 


Portland, Me., Oct. 15.—A personal 


appeal to the delegates in 'behalf of 
the ransom fund lor Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the American missionary held 
Tby brigands, was made by the chair- 
man of the business committee at the 
forenoon session of the National Con- 
gregational council here today. 
He 


stated that of the $110,000 demanded 
as ransom only $60,000 had been sub- 
scribed* 


Washington, Oct. 15.—The presen- 


tation of the Schley side of the case 
was continued in the Schley court of 
inquiry today. 
When yesterday's 


witnesses had been recalled and had 
made the verbal corrections neces- 
sary in their testimony, they were 
promptly dismissed, and at the in- 
stance of Mr. Baynor, the judge ad- 
vocate summoned Lieutenant Com- 
mander James H. Shears, "who as 
lieutenant -was Admiral Schley's flag 
officer on board the Brooklyn during 
the war with Spain. 


He testified to many details con- 


nected with the campaign and was 
promptly succeeded by a number of 
other naval officers who served on 
the Brooklyn. 


The list for the day included Lieu- 


tenant Commander N. E. Mason, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Brooklyn; Lieu* 
tenant Commander T. D. Griffins, who 
had charge of the powder division of 
Admiral Scnley's flagship, and Lieu- 
tenant Simpson, who was in charge 
of the eight-inch turret of the Brook- 
lyn and opened fire on the Spaniards 
when they came out of the harbor at 
Santiago; Charles Webster and Ed- 
ward McCaulley, the former being- a 
watch officer and the latter signal 
officer on the Brooklyn. 


It was the understanding that if 


this list could not be completed today 
that the officers named should come 
tomorrow* 


WILL TAKE TWO WEEKS. 


Admiral Schley thinks it 
quite 


probable that the presentation of his 
testimony in his behalf can be com- 
pleted this week and next He will 
be the last of the witnesses to be 
heard, and when he goes on will 
make a review of the entire cam- 
paign, covering the points in contro- 
versy. 


Edurado Nunez, the Cuban pilot, 


was among those who were called to 
correct former testimony. He added 
to his statement of yesterday that he 
had seen the Brooklyn firing on May 
31, the day of the bombardment of 
the Colon, where, as the records show, 
that vessel was at that time coaling 
and did not participate in the en- 
gagement. He also made a correc- 
tion in his former statement concern- 
ing his conversation with Commodore 
Schley on first meeting him. 


With reference to the blockade at 


Santiago the witness said that it had 
been maintained at varying- distances 
of tfrom three to six miles to suit the 
commander-in-chief. In thick weath- 
er and at night the distance was less 
than in fair weather in the day time. 


The witness also described the re- 


connoissance of May 31, when the 
Colon was fired upou, and giving his 
conclusions with reference to that 
event he said it had developed the 
strength of the land batteries and 
they had proved to be stronger than 
he had supposed they were. 


DID NOT HEAB POTTS TALK. 
Commodore Schley had, he said, 


told him that his purpose was to as- 
certain what the batteries were. He 
said he had been with Lieutenant 
Potts on the Massachusetts on that 
day and had not heard any conversa- 
tion between that officer and Commo- 
dore Schley* 


The witness described the engage- 


ment of July 3. 
After stating the 


preliminary incidents he said: 
"I 


was in my room when I heard the 
cry of the executive officer, 'Clear 
ship for action/ 
I knew what that 


meant and ran to the quarter deck. 
I looked-aloft to see if the prescribed 
signal 'Enemy is escaping/ was up 
and saw that it was. I met the com- 
modore on the quarter deck. 
He di- 


rected the signal 'Clear ships for ac- 
tion/ followed by the signal to close 
in, all of which were made." 


Then followed a detailed descrip- 


tion of the battle and the part the 
Brooklyn took in it. 
During the 


chase the Vizeaya, he said, had made 
a change in her helm which seemed 
&t first like au attempt to ram the 
Brooklyn. 


When Mr. Sears had concluded his 


description of the battle Mr. Baynor 
asked him if Commodore Schley had 


the battle. 
The witness replied 


in the affirmative. 


DISPATCH NOT SENT. 


Admiral Dewey then asked if this 


iispatch had been sent, and was in- 
formed by MT. CRaynor that it had 
not been forwarded to the depart- 
ment, although it had been taken to 
the cable office. 
The \court decided 


that as the dispatch had not reached 
the department it could not appear. 


"Suppose it waa not Commodore 


Sehley's fault that the dispatch rwas 
not f orwarded?" asked Mr. Baynor. 


To this inquiry Admiral Dewey re- 


sponded, "You can't ask questions of 
the court. We are not in the witness 
box. 
Commodore Schley's report is 


in evidence and that is sufficient" 


Mr. Baynor then parsed to other 


points of the inquiry, asking as to 
the distance between the Brooklyn 
and the Texas when 'the former made 
her turn. 
The witness replied that 


he had only given sufficient attention 
to see that there was no danger of a 
collision between the two vessel's and 
did not feel able to give exact figures. 
He was sure there was a wide gap of 
water—possibly about 600 yards, 


(Mr, JRaynor questioned the witness 


again concerning his association 
wirh Lieutenant Commander Potts 
on the Massachusetts and asked if 
he had heard the commodore say, on 
the occasion of the Colon reconnois- 
ance, anything in the presence of 
Mr* Potts conceniing the conspicu- 
ousness of the uniforms of the offi- 
cers as they stood on the turret dur- 
ing the firing of the enemy's bat- 
teries. 


The witness replied in the nega- 


tive. 


"Was the commodore behind the 


conning tower on that occasion?" 


"He was both behind and in front 


of it; he was moving about" 


SCHLEY ABSOLUTELY BBAVE. 
In-reply to a question Commander 


Sears said he had been, with Com- 
modore Schley in five engagements, 
all told. He was then asked as to 
the bearing of that officer under fire 
and replied: 


"His bearing to me was a model 


for anybody, worthy of emulation of 
all. 
Under fire his faculties, if it 


was possible, seemed to be cle-arer 
and more in possession of them than 
at any other time." 


"Was he in any state of excite- 


ment?" 
j 
,A* 


"Not the slightest." 
"Was he cool'and calmP" 
"Absolutely." 
"How about points of danger, 


would he get away from them or did 
he expose himself to them?" 


"He was always putting himself 


in exposed positions. I requested 
him many times not to expose him- 
self, as it was useless to do so." 


Judge Advocate Lemly conducted 


the cross-examination 
of the wit- 


ness. 


The witness said that so far as he 


knew there were no general circular 
orders of battle. 


"Were there any orders for espe- 


cial contingencies?" 


"None to my knowledge." 
"You 
would have known if there 


were?" 


"That does not follow." 
Asked about the range given for 


the firing of the American guns on 
May 31, Mr. Sears said he had given 
it at 7,000 yards under direction of 
Commodore Schley. Asked if he had 
any conversation with Commodore 
Schley concerning that range, he re- 
plied in the negative. 


"Did you not state otherwise in the 


wardroom of the 
Massachusetts?" 


Mr. Lemly asked. 


DEWEY STOPS QUESTION, 


"That question, is inadmissible," 


said Admiral Dewey, before the wit- 
ness could reply, "unless Commodore 
Schley was present." 


Captain Lemly and 
Mr. Hanna 


contended for the 
admissibility of 


the question and Mr. Baynor con- 
ceded that it was proper on cross- 
examination for the purpose of im- 
peachment 


The court then allowed it to go in 


and Captain Lemly asked it more 
specifically than before, saying: 


"I want to know if you did not 


state otherwise with regard to that 
range iu the wardroom of the Massa- 
chusetts on the day of the action of 
May 31 than you have stated here, 
that is, you have stated here you 
have said nothing about it?"

New York, Oct. 15.—According to 


the dispatch to the Journal and Ad- 
vertiser from Sofia further word has 
come from Miss Stone in the follow- 
ing letter, written from Macedona, to 
W. W. Peet, treasurer of the Turkish 
mission in Contantinople: 


"My Honored Friend—I write to 


inform, you that oil the 3rd of Sep- 
tember I -was captured by a great 
number of armed men—some forty— 
as I traveled from Bansko to Diu- 
maale, with about twelve teachers, 
students and others. 


"They took wi>th me for my com- 


panion Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. 
The 


reason why they captured us is for 
a ransom* 
The price which they de- 


mand for us isi 25,000 pounds, 
Turkish, which sum must be paid in 
s^old, and this entirely without the 
knowledge of the Turkish and Bul- 
garian governments, within the term 
of eighteen days from today. 


"The condition of Mrs. Tsilka de- 


cided the limit, as she is to give birth 
to a child in three months. 


"We are pursued by a Turkish 


army. I beg Dr. Haskell himself to 
go to Constantinople and exert him- 
self for the payment of the ransom at 
Samakov, where men will receive it 
on presenting an order from me. 


"The men who captured us at first 


showed courtesy and consideration to- 
ward us, but now, since Turkish sol- 
diers and Bashibazouks have begun 
to pursue us and the ransom is de- 
layed our condition is altogether 
changed. 


"Therefore, I beg you to hasten 


sending the ransom demanded and 
that as energetically as possible you 
will present to the Turkish govern- 
ment that it stop the pursuit of us 
by soldiers and Bashibazouks, other- 
wise we shall be killed by the people 
in whose hands we are. 
I pray you 


to communicate without delay the 
contents of this letter to the represen- 
tative of the United States at the 
Porte and request his most serious co- 
operation. 


"Pray for us. 
We are at peace 


with God. 


"With hearty salutations. 


"Your friend, 


"Ellen M. Stone." 


patch to the Journal and Advertiser 
AS follows: 


"When the Stone party was cap- 


tured they were compelled to wade 
a stream up to the Perin mountain. 
Miss Stone and Hme. Tsilka were 
hurried up the mountain and the 
other prisoners were released next 
morning.

a Turk and battered out his brains 
with the butt ends of guns to pre- 
vent him telling they were lying in 
wait The whole band was disguised 
as Turkish soldiers when they cap- 
tured the Stone party."

The terri- 
fic explosion awoke the people of .the 
town. All who approached the bank 
however, were driven away by th« 
robbers, who were armed with rifles. 


ttayor McConnell attempted to en- 


ter the bank, but was fired upon by 
the robbers and compelled to retreat. 


IOWA BANK CRACKED. 


Hason City, Iowa, Oct. 15.—The 


safe of the bank at Rudd, a village 
sixteen east of here, -was blown with 
dynamite by robbers last night and 
$1,500 in currency secured. The 
robbers escaped on a handcar and la- 
ter took to the woods.

Stone are hidden iu a subterranean 
retreat and are treated courteously. 


She also says the only means of 


securing their release is to pay the 
ransom demanded.

Eight robbers effected an emtrance 
into the bank building and blew the 
safe with dynamite. The building 
and the vault were wrecked. 
The 


explosions aroused many -citizens, 
who hurried to the scene and a Tjattle 
ensued. It is thought one robber 
was wounded, but all succeeded in 
escaping in vehicles which they had 
in readiness. 
Pursuit was at once 


taken up and shots were* exchanged 
until Adrian's woods was 
reached, 


where the vehicles were abandoned 
by the robbers, who sought cover* 
The woods and all roads in the 
neighborhood have been /placed under 
guard and it is expected the men 
will be captured. 


THE BAND HAS DISSOLVED. 


Sofia, Oct. 15.—Although the time 


fixed by the brigands who abducted 
Miss Ellen M. Stone, the American 
misionary, for the payment of the 
ransom demanded, passed a week 
ago, no one has appeared -at Sanaa- 
koff to claim the money or to au* 
nounce the fate of the captive. . 


It is now learned that the band 


has dissolved, but that Miss'Stone 
is kept under surveillance at some 
distance from the frontier. 
This is 


due to snow and cold weather render- 
ing the mountains uninhabitable. 
The efforts of tho police to arrest 
Saraoff, formerly president of the 
Macedonian company, who is sus- 
pected of complicity in the kidnap* 
ing, are still unavailing. 


The failure is due to the sympathy 


of the inhabitants and local authori- 
ties/

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WOOD IS TO GO TO PRISON 


JUKY MAXES SHORT WOKK OF 


PLIMFLAM AUTIST. 


Presence of His Victim in Court is 


Surprise—Couvicted Thief's 


Mother Present. 


The jury made short -work of Perry 


J. Wood, alias Nathan J. Orum, in 
the circuit court yesterday afternoon, 
for after being out a few minutes 
only, they returned a verdict of guil- 
ty and Judge O'Rourke fixed the 
punishment at one to fourteen years. 
As stated yesterday, the defense did 
not have any idea that Archie Stu- 
art the prosecuting witness, -was in 
the city at all. Stuart came to town 
on Sunday morning and was prompt- 
ly hidden 'away and kept under cover. 
When the case was called yesterday 
morning and Stuart did not show up 
the defense thought they h:vl a sure 
thing and proceeded with the case 
immediately after dinner. 
After the 


jury was secured the state called Stu- 
art and that gentleman walked into 
the court room. 
His evidence was 


terse and to the point. 
Speakir.jr of 


it afterwards, Attorney P. B. Coler- 
ick, for the defense, said: "As soon 
as I saw Stuart I knew it was all off 
and that the less fuss we made the 
better it would be for our client." 
After Stuart had testified Captain 
Stoll injected a 
few vigorous re- 


marks, and when asked why he had 
immediately singled out the defend- 
ant as the man who had probably 
operated on Stuart he replied: 
"Be- 


cause he looked like a thief to me; 
I've had to do with thieves nearly 
all my life, and this guy smells like 
one." 
The sheriff and several other 


witnesses were called, and then the 
state 
rested.

Harness, 
Wood'a 
attorney, 
had 


brought half a dozen witnesses up 
from Kokomo, not one was called— 
the presence of Stuart upset all cal- 
culations, and the prisoner was not 
even put on the stand. 
Neither side 


presented any argument and the case 
went to the jury as it stood after the 
judge had read brief instructions. 
While the jury was out an affecting 
scene took place in the court room. 
The aged mother of the prisoner, n 
little old bent up woman, wearing a 
quaint old fashioned Quaker bonnet 
and walking with the aid of a pair 
of 'crutches, sat just outside the rail- 
ing; Wood asked to be allowed to 
speak to her and his request was 
readily granted. 
He went to her, 


their lips met in a fervent kiss, and 
then 'both broke into tears and 
sobbed, each with the face resting on 
the other's shoulder. 
Wood's wife 


was also there, as were other mem- 
bers of the family, and all gave signs 
of more or less grief. 
Just to show 


that he still remained a crook at 
heart, Wood gave Judge Harness an 
order on the prosecutor for the $30 
he had stolen from Stuart, which 
money had been retained as evidence. 
It is needless to say that Judge 
Harness did not recover his fee in 
that way.

A wrestle ensued, dur-

lieutenant was Admiral Schley's flag 
officer on board the Brooklyn during 
the war with Spain. 


He testified to many details con- 


nected with the campaign nnd was 
promptly succeeded by a number of 
other naval officers who served on 
the Brooklyn. 


The list for the day included Lieu- 


tenant Commander N. E. Mnson, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Brooklyn; Lieu- 
tenant Commander T. D. Griffins, who 
had charge of the powder division of 
Admiral Schley's flagship, and Lieu- 
tenant Simpson, who was in charge 
of the eight-inch tun-el of the Brook- 
lyn and opened fire on the Spaniards 


hen they came out of the harbor at 


Santiago; Charles Webster and Ed- 
ward McCfiulley, the former being- a 
watch officer and the latter signal 
officer on the Brooklyn. 


It was the understanding that if 


this list could not be completed today 
that the officers named should come 
tomorrow. 


WILL TAKE TWO WEEKS. 


Admiral Schley thinks it quite 


probable that the presentation of his 
testimony in his behalf can be com- 
pleted this week and next. He will 
bo the last of the witnesses to be 
heard, and when he goes on will 
make ft review of the entire cam- 
paign, covering the points in contro- 
versy. 


Eduratlo Nunez, the Cuban pilot, 


was among those who were called to 
correct former testimony. He addeJ 
to his statement of yesterday that hu 
had seen the Brooklyn firing on May 
31, the day of the bombardment if 
the Colon, where, as the records show, 
that vessel was at that time coaling 
and did. not participate in the en- 
gagement. He also made a correc- 
tion in his former statement concern- 
ing his conversation with Commodore 
Schloy on first meeting him. 


With reference to the blockade at 


Santiago the witness said that it had 
been maintained at varying- distances 
of from three to six miles to suit the 
commander-in-chief. In thick weath- 
er and at night the distance was less 
than in fair weather in. the day time. 


The witness also described the re- 


conuoissance of May 31, when the 
Colon was fired upon, and giving his 
conclusions with reference to that 
event he said it 'had developed the 
strength of the land batteries and 
they had proved to be stronger than 
he had supposed they were. 


DID NOT HEAR POTTS TALK. 
Commodore Schley had, he said, 


told him that his purpose was to as- 
certain what the batteries were. He 
said he had been with Lieutenant 
Potts •on the Massachusetts on that 
day and had not heard any conversa- 
tion between that officer and Commo- 
dore Schley. 


The witness described the engage- 


ment of July 3. 
After stating the 


preliminary incidents he said: 
"I 


was in my room when I heard the 
cry of the executive officer, 'Clear 
ship for action.' 
I knew what that 


meant and ran to the quarter deck. 
I looked-aloft to see if the prescribed 
signal 'Enemy is escaping,' was up 
and saw that it was. I met the com- 
modore 011 the quarter deck. 
He di- 


rected the signal 'Clear ships for ac- 
•tion,' followed by the signal to close 
in, all of which were made." 


Then followed a detailed descrip- 


tion of the battle and the part the 
Brooklyn took in it. 
During the 


chase the Vizcaya, he said, had -made 
a change In her 'helm which seemed 
a.t first like an attempt to ram the 
Brooklyn. 


When Mr. Sears had concluded his 


description of tho battle Mr. Raynor 
asked him if Commodore Schley had 
given -him a dispatch, to be sent to 
tho navy department making a report 


of th-\ battle. 
The witness replied 


in tlu. affirmative. 


mSPATCH NOT SENT. 


Admiral Dewey then asked if this 


ilspatch had been sent, and was in- 
formed by Mr. Raynor that it had 
uot beeu forwarded -to the depart- 
ment, although it had been taken to 
the cable office. 
The\court decided 


that as the dispatch had not readied 
the department it could not appear. 


Suppose it was not Commodore 


Sehley's fault that the dispatch was 
not forwarded?1* asked Mr. Raynov. 


To this inquiry Admiral Dewey re- 


sponded, "You can't ask questions of 
the court. We are not in the witness 


box. 
Commodore Schley's report is 


in evidence nnd tha't is sufficient." 


•Mr. Raynor then passed to other 


points of the inquiry, asking «s to 
the distance 'between the Brooklyn 
and the Texas when 'the former made 
her turn. 
The witness replied that 


lie had only given sufficient attention 
to see that there was no danger of a 
collision between the two vessels and 
did not feel able to give exact figures. 
He was sure there was a .wide gap of 
water—possibly about 600 yards. 


Mr, Raynor questioned the witness 


again concerning his association 
with Lieutenant Commander Potts 
on the Hnsaachusetts and asked if 
he had heard the commodore say, on 
the occasion of the Colon j-econnois- 
auce, anything in the presence of 
Mr. Potts concerning tho conspicu- 
ousness of the uniforms of the offi- 
cers as they stood on tlie turret (lur- 
ing the firing of the enemy's bat- 
teries. 


The witness replied in the nega- 


tive. 


Was the commodore behind the 


conning tower on that occasion ?" 


'He was both behind and in -front 


of it; he was moving about." 


SCHLEY ABSOLUTELY BRAVE. 
In-reply to a question Commander 


Sears said he had been with Com- 
modore Schley in five engagements, 
all told. He was then asked as to 
the bearing of that officer under fire 
and replied: 


;His bearing to me was a model 


for anybody, worthy of emulation of 
all. 
Under fire his faculties, if it 


was possible, seemed to be clearer 
nnd -more in possession of them than 
at any other time," 


'Was ho in any stato of excite- 


ment?" 
| 
,. ,,.-• 


"Not tho slightest." 
"Was -lie cool'and calm?" 
"Absolutely." 
"How about points 
of 
d-anger, 


ould he get away from them or did 


he expose himself to them?" 


'He was always putting himself 


in exposed positions. I requested 
him many times not to expose him- 
self, as it was useless to do so." 


Judge Advocate Leraly conducted 


the cross-examination

The witness said that so far as he 


knew there were no general circular 
orders of battle.

"That does not follow." 
Asked about the range given for

PAYMENT OF RANSOM ALONE 


CAN GIVE FREEDOM. 


•New York, Oct. J 5.- 'According to 


the dispatch to the Journal and Ad- 
vertiser from Sofia further word 'lias 
come from Miss Stone iu the follow- 
ing letter, written from Macedona, to 
W. W. Peet, treasurer of the Turkish 
mission in Contantinople: 


LMy Honored Friend—I write to 


inform you that 'on the 3rd of Sep- 
tember I was captured by a great 
number of armed men—some forty— 
as I traveled from Bansko to Diu- 
maale, with about twelve teachers, 
stu'dents and others. 


:'They took -wdiLh, me for my com- 


panion Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. 
The 


reason why they captured us is for 
a ransom. 
The price which they de- 


mand for us is 25,000 pounds, 
Turkish, which sum must be paid in 
gold, and this entirely without the 
knowledge of the Turkish and Bul- 
garian governments, within the term 
of eighteen days from today. 


:The condition of Mrs. Tsilka de- 


cided the limit, as she Is to give birth 
to a child in three months. 


;We are pursued by a Turkish 


army. 
I beg- Dr. Haskell himself to 


to Constantinople and exert him- 


self for the payment of the ransom at 
Samakov, where men will receive it 
on presenting an order from me. 


"The men who captured us a't first 


showed courtesy and considerati'ou to- 
ward us, but now, since Turkish, sol- 
diers and Bashibazouks hove begun 
to pursue us and the ransom is de- 
layed our condition is altogether 
changed. 


"There-fore, I ibe'g you to hasten 


sending the ransom demanded and 
that as energetically as possible you 
will present to the Turkish govern- 
ment that it stop the pursuit of us 
by soldiers and Bashibazouks, other- 
wise.we shaM .be killed by the people 
in whose Lands we are. 
I pray you 


to communicate without delay the 
contents of this letter to 'the represen- 
tative of the United States at the 
Porte and request his most serious co- 
operation. 


"Pray for us. 
We are at peace 


with God. 


With hearty salutations. 


"Your friend, 


"Ellen M. Stone." 


CONFINED IN A CAVE. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 15.—The par- 


ents of Madame Tsilka, the Bulgar- 
ian teacher who was captured by 
brigands with Miss Ellen M. Stone, 
the American missionary, have re- 
:eived another letter from 
their 


daughter, urging the step already 
taken, namely, stopping the military 
pursuit. 
because 
tho 
brigands 


threaten the prisoners with immedi- 
ate death in the event of danger to 
themselves. 


The writer says that she and Miss 


Stone- are hidden in a subterranean 
retreat and are treated courteously. 


She also says the only means of 


securing their release is to pay the 
ransom demanded. 


THE BAND HAS DISSOLVED. 


Sofia, Oct. 15.—Although the time 


fixed by the brigands who abducted 
Miss Ellen M. Stone, the American 
mlsionary, for the payment of the 
ransom demanded, passed a week 
ago, no one has appeared at Saraa- 
kofE to claim the money or to an- 
nounce the fate of the captive. . 


It is now learned that the band 


has dissolved, but that Miss 'Stone 
is kept under surveillance at some 
distance from the frontier. 
This is 


clue to snow and cold weather render- 
ing the mountains uninhabitable. 
The efforts of tho police to arrest 
Saraoff, formerly president of the 
Macedonian company, who is sus- 
pected of complicity in the kidnap- 
ing, are still unavailing. 


The failure is duo to the sympathy 


of the inhabitants and local authori- 
ties. 


DETAILS OF THE CAPTURE. 


Now York, Oct. 15.—Charles M. 


Dickinson, United States consul at 
Constantinople and diplomatic, agenl 
to Bulgaria, is quoted in a Sofia dis- 


patch to the Journal and Advertiser 
.is follows: 


"When the Stone party was cap- 


tured they were compelled to wade 
a stream up to the Fertn mountain. 
Miss Stone and 'Mme. Tsilka were 
hurried up tho mountain and the 
other prisoners were released next 
morning. 
Just before the Stone 


party'appeared the brigands captured 
a Turk and battered out his brains 
with the butt ends of guns to pre- 
vent him telling they were lying in 
wait. The whole band was disguised 
as Turkish soldiers when they cap- 
tured the Stone party."

Next in importance to the building 


of the New Haven-Butier line of the 
Wabash, so far as Hie interests of 
Fort W-ayne are eoucenie::, is the de- 
cision of the offic:a:s ;o locate n big 
twenty-four-pocket coal dock here. 
It \vns in this connection that the of- 
ficials, including Superintendent E. 
A. Gould and General Koadmaster A. 
Adams, were in the city yesterday. 
The new coal dock "will be located 
west of Fairfield avenue and on the 
north side of the main tracks. The 
dock will be of the usual elevated 
pattern, with twelve chutes on each 
side, and engines can receive coal 
while sLanding- on the main line or 
on the passing siding-. 
While its 


storing capacity -will not be as great 
as that of some of the other coal 
docks in the city, the Wabash docks 
will have facilities for 
loading1 a 


greater number of tenders at one 
time thrni any of the oilier docks. 
When the new line to Butler is fin- 
ished and all trains pass this way, 
the coal dock's will be a busy and im- 
portant adjunct to railroading on 
the Wabash, which will furnish em- 
ployment to a h.ilf-dozen, or more 
men the year round. The building 
of Ihe coal dock has bten under con- 
sideration for some time, the only 
matter of doubt being its location, 
and nearly all of the chutes have 
been made. They will be shipped 
here the latter part of the week and 
carpenters will be here early next 
week to place them in position and 
do tho oilier -work necessary for a 
complete and up-to-date dock.
